THIRTY MEN ENDANGERED 



Five Minutes Earlier Entire 
Force of Workers Would 
Have Been Caught 



MonoiiKahcla, Pa., .Juno 10. — Tlirco 
minors :u-o dead, two otlicr.s i)er!mp3 
I'atiilly burned, and olherd Injureri, 
from an explo.sion at the Eli.sworth 
iuiiuljer one mine of the Pitt.sburg Coal 
Co. near Jicre, today. Of tlio victims 
talcen from the mine John Ileal 1h the 
only one idenllfwd. The others iiro 
foreigners whoso features were too 
scorclied to be recognized. Tho two 
burned men w«re hurried to the lios- 
pttal, where It was' said they would 
probably die. 

Tho explosion occurred when all but 
thirty mlner.M working on the day shift 
had loft the workings. Of tills num- 
ber fifteen wore near the mouth of tho 
.slope and rushed out before the force 
of the explosion reached thom.

The sentences did not como easily. 
Throughout the afternoon, preceding 
announcement of the nomination, tho 
secretary had been laboring under sup- 
pressed nervous tension. The .atmos- 
phere of his office was electrified with 
excitement. IS"ot\\-.'.'.r .standing Jho grctU 
personal Interest wf-.ich lin had'^lii '"^fffc 
proceedings at JJhicago,-, a > .thousand 
miles away; :rthe^*8e'oreiarjr dld-'iticit al- 
low politics to Interfere 'for a rhoment 
with his transaction of official busi- 
ness as secretary of war. In tho In- 
termissions of the receipts of bulletins 
from tho convention tho secretary dis- 
posed of several important departmen- 
tal questions, and when Ills nomiiua- 
tlon for the presidency was announced 
his desk was practically cleared of 
official business. 

Tliroughout the afternoon tho pri- 
vate office of the secretary was 
thronged wltli members of his family, 
Intimate, personal and official friends 
and newspaper men. Just before tho 
beginning of the baltotting in the con- 
vention hall, the secretary announced 
that he had received an agreement 
with Monsignor Aversa, tho Apostolic 
delegate to Cuba, providing for the 
purchase of all tlie Catholic church 
holdings by the governments In Santi- 
ago province. Cuba. 

The .secretary has arranged to visit 
the war college with Secretary Root at 
five o'eloek, but at tho last moment he 
naturally concluded to wait tho result 
of the ballot which was about to be 
taken In Chicago. AAHien over tho of- 
ficial wJre came tlie fla.sli "Taft Is 
nominated," Mrs. Tnft rose from her 
seat at the secretary's desk, and turned 
to her husband, who was standing ,'it 
her right. It was an elociuent hand 
clasp they gavo eacli other. 

Secretary Root was tho first cabi- 
net official to extend to Secretary and 
Mrs. Taft his congratulations on tho 
nominations. Among those whom the 
secretary greeted after his nomina- 
tion weiN) all of the employes of tho 
Insular bureau of the war department, 
many of whom Secretary Tnft was 
personally acquainted with. 

Secretary Taft's resignation as a 
cabinet officer was received by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today. It will take ef- 
fect on July 1st. This was decided 
upon at a conference of several hours 
at which Mr. Roosevelt, Secretary Taft, 
Secretary Root and Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Bacon were president. 
After tho conference Mr. Taft was 
greeted by a dozen newspaper corres- 
pondents who desired to learn of his 
[lians. 

"Th'O president wants me to leave 
a clean state for my successor," said 
till! sei'retary, and it will take mo at 
least ten days to settle all pending 
matters In tho war department. I have 
no dcflnlt'O plans tonight, as to when 
I will leave Washington."

EMERGENCY BANK NOTES 



Debate on IVlr. Fielding's Pro- 
posed^ Amendment to the 
Banking Act 



Ottawa, Juno 19. — At last evening's 
session of tho house $286,000 was voted 
for public buildings in British Colum- 
bia. 

Mr. Bennett criticised the expendi- 
ture of $30,000 for a new postoffico at 
Cumberland, which only had a postal 
revenue of $1,400. 

Hon. Mr, Pugslcy explained that 
there was a large money order busi 
ness at that point. 

Tho $T,000 for tho post office at 
Cranbrook was passed. 

Other item's voted were $8,000 for 
Dominion public.; buildings, repairs 
and Improvements, and $30,000 for a 
new post office at Fernle, which is to 
coat, including slt'^;, etc., $60,000. 

Ladysmlth got ?10,000 for a new 
postoffico. 

On the Item for $150,000 for a pub- 
lic building in A''ancouver, Hon. Mr. 
Pugslcy said that tho site cost $52,000 
and that tho contract price for con 
structlon was $134,500, put up by 
Kelly Bros., of AAMnnlpeg. The high 
est tender was $GG9,000. 

The Item waa also can led for $5, 
000 for the site of the Customs house 
and postofflce at Vernon, tho total cost 
of tho site being $7,500. 

On the vote for $40,000 for an im- 
migr.'itlon building at Victoria Hon 
Mr. Pugslcy said that the total cost 
would bo $91,180 and that the' cost of 
the ■slto was $6,000. 

Sir. Fielding's bill to authorise thn 
issue of governm'ent annuities for old 
ago was read a second time and, con 
sidcred \ji committee. Mr. Fielding 
said it merely gave a safe Investment 
to those who desired an old age annu 
ity. 

Mr. Aylcsworth'a bill respecting tho 
court of appeal of British Columbia 
was passed., "■•-V'i.^ . > 

Hon. .Mn<:A^leswi}rthvIntroaiiced the 
Juvenile Dbllhciuoncy -bill lh~the House 
this morning. The measure has ' al- 
ready passed tho Senate.'' 

Hon. iAlr, Fielding, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of his bill to amend tho 
Bank act so as to permit the issue of 
emergency bank notes during the crop- 
moving .season, from October to tho 
end of tho year, said that tho banks 
of Canada, as matters stand, are per- 
mitted to Lssue $92,937,279 in bank 
notes. Tho present amendment to the 
Banking act, however, will allow them 
to Issue emergency circulation to tho 
extent of 15 per cent of their com- 
bined paid-up capital and reserve, 
which will add $24,063,004 to tho note 
circulation of the Dominion. Some of 
the banks now had reserves actually 
exceeding the amount of their paid- 
up capital. All of the banks together 
liad established a redemption fund, 
which was available for the protec- 
tion of tho notes of each Individual 
bank, and tlil.s would apply to tho 
emergency issue of notes as well as 
to notes outstanding all the year round. 
There was admitted need, Mr. Fielding 
said, for a larger circulation during 
the crop-moving season. 

Mr. Foster deprecated Interference 
with the Bank act at the present junc- 
ture. Tho government should await 
the decennial revision of tho Banlc act 
before attempting such drastic legisla- 
tion. A sufficiently strong case had 
not been made out to justify tho stop 
now proposed. Even nt tho period of 
greatest stringency, Mr. Foster s.ald, 
Canadian banks had not reached their 
authorized note Issue by millions of 
dollars. Mr. Foster thought the decision 
of tho United States authorities to is- 
sue emergency currency was ho prece- 
dent' for Canada, because of the su- 
perior elasticity of ihe Canadian cur- 
rency system. He claimed that ttio 
now banking system of the United 
States as recently voted by Congress 
win make tho American system .su- 
perior to the Canadian, whereas Can- 
ada heretofore has boasted the safest 
banking law in the world. 

Mr. Fielding, however, said tho new 
American law was not so perfect as 
Mr. Foster seemed to think. The pres- 
ent bill, Mr. l<"leldlng said, liiid been 
before tlie House and country for some 
considerable tlfe, and tliero had been 
no adverse criticism passed upon it. 

A caucus of tho opposition was held 
this morning, and It is understood Mr. 
Ijordon gave information regarding the 
progress of negotiations for tho set- 
tlement of tho contentious clauses of 
tho electton bill. It is said that an in- 
formal committee of Conservative and 
I,Iberal members may bo proposed to 
deal with all the remaining questions 
In dispute, BO as to facilitate as early 
a settlement as possible. •

DR. REIDE^PLAINS 

Charges Made in Regard to Repair of 
His Yacht Had Very Slim 
Foundation . 



Ottawa, Juno 19. — ^Before tho public 
accounts committee today, Dr. Reid, 
M. P. for Grenvlllc, gave evidence re- 
garding the repairing of his yacht at 
the marine department yard at Pres- 
cntt.

AV. Hlggins In 1882 and now the pro-' 
perty of T. N. Hlbbon & Co., and did 
considerable damage, tho upper storey 
being gutted and contents of tho ofll- 
ces on tho second floor and stores on 
tho ground floor being considerably 
damaged by wAter, the basement con- 
taining machinery and stock of.^ T. N. 
Hlhboii's paper and box- factory,'" belngj 
flooded like a lalte. 

The Start of tho Series 

Of the many fires started by tho fire- 
bug some were made under peculiar 
circumstances. The work of tho in- 
cendiary was first apparent at the flro ■ 
of Thursday night, as stated In yes- .• . 
terday's Colonist, when ho piled paclt- ,a. 
age cases filled with paper and in- 
flammable material against tho back 
door of the old two-storey wooden 
frame building, adjoining.'- the Board 
of Trade building on Bastion street, 
for the viclaity of whicli street tho 
firebug seemingly showed a predilic- 
tlon. Arthur Kent and companions 
from tho Pacific Transfer company .. 
stable on Fort street extinguished tho? 
Incipient bluzo and notified the fire de-^ 
partment, a chemical boing sent. This 
was at 8.30 p.m. A little more than 
an hour later the flro department was - 
called to 1118 Langley street, where in 
the Le Neveu- block, owned by the B. 
C. Land, and ' Investment company, a 
two-stbrey brick.' building occupied by 
Robert Croft, cotninlssion .agent, and 
J. T. L. Meyer;' rear estate agent, a 
blaze was found on' the floor near the 
rear door, by which an Incendiary had 
made an entrance. A flro had been 
built up on the clear floor in tho same 
way that a fire wa.s afterw.ards built 
In the iiailway of the Metropolitan,.,, 
building. Tills alarm was given at 9.55 
p.m. Thursday and was quickly put 
out, but not befor<e. threOj cases .of tetk., 
owned by Mr. Croft" had ''beeii' Vde-' 
stroyed. 

Carrier Discovers Blare 

News of those fires .and that which 
destroyed the drying kiln, just south 
of the AVellcr furniture factory on ; 
Humboldt street, destroying lumber , 
and hardwood in the dryer valued at 
$4,500, a (ire for which tho owners can 
not explain, otherwise than by Incen- 
diarism, was given In the Colonist yes- 
terday morning, when it was also sta- 
ted that tho suspicions of lire and po- 
lice deimrtment that Incendiaries were 
at work liad been aroused. The liap'-. 
Iienlngs of yostei-da.v proved that thelf 
fears were well founded. At 4.55 a.m. 
Elmer V. Finlan, came around tho cor- 
ner of Gordon and Courtney streets, 
commencing his rounds delivering tho 
Colonist, and he sighted smoke Issuing' 
from the window.^; and roof of the Jle- 
tropplltan block. He ran down to Gov- 
ernrrient street and looked up and down 
for a policeman. Not noticing any 
constables he went into tho building 
by the main door, 605 Courtenay stroot, 
and found the main passageway filled 
with smoke, and In tho midst of it hoi 
saw fire and heard tho crackling of I 
something burning. Finlan hurried! 
out, mounte<l his bic.vcle and i-odo 1 
riuickly to the corner of Fort and Gov- ' 
ernment stroel.s from where ho turned 
In an alarm to which tho fire depart- 
ment riuickly ro.sponded. Investigation 
by tho lire department after a chemi- i 
cal stream had extinguished . the fire, 
showed . that a glass p,anel door liad ; 
been broken at a rear 5oor and a flru 
had been built similarly to that at tho 
Le Neven building on Langley street, 
against tho door of the ofllce of John 
Arbuthnot. Tho flro had burned I

Miscreant's Next Activity 

The next work of tho firebug was 
In the old Colonist building.

Norman Spencer, of Yates .street, call- 
at the Garrlck's liend on Bastion street, 
his last point of delivery, to deliver a 
paper at G.]5.

"It was a hard fight" said Chief Wat-

"It has been a hard twenty-four hours 
on the men but they did well and In 
the fight with the fire at the Hibben 
block, no brigad'e could have worked 
harder.

from fire." . 

Another thing which will- be, Insist- 
ed upon Is that owners o£ frame build- 
ings must see that- ajl moss Is kept' 
from the roof. In many Instances own-- 
ors ov ti-nants of buildings neglect, to 
reino\ e tho moss which, when dry,',ilB 
exceedingly combustible when ;a spark 
from the chimney easily starts a fire.' 
Tlie majority -of roof fires are caused 
in this way and might often lead . to 
serious fires. The jirovlslons of tho 
bylaw in this respect will also be en-'' 
forced to the letter. .

Service in Trafalgar Riots Not 
Sufficient pualifications — 
Campaigners Meet 



The monthly meeting of the British 
Campalgilers association last evening 
"in the men's mess at the Drill hall was 

largely attended, and in every respect 
most successful. The president, Lieut. 
Brace, presided and was assisted by 
the vice-president, Lieut. Stern, and 
Secretary- Treasurer Winkle. The presi- 
dent reported the number of cases of 
deserving comrades who had been aid- 
ed during the month, the burial with 
military honors of another, and the 
suppression in several Instances of the 
abuse of llio British flag for advertis- 
ing i)ur|)0SP3. Twenty-.sevon new 
members were enrolled, and twenty 
applications for membership received. 
The constitution and the by-laws, 
which were dl.'jcussed sorlatum, were 
adopted, iuid ordered to bo printed for 
distribution among the present and 
prospecllvo members. Jien who had 
seen active service In the Crimea, dur- 
ing the Mutiny, in Egypt, during the 
lYnlan raid, in the Kiel rebellion and 
in the Zulu war wore present, and the 
l)rospocts of the association for a very 
numerous and remarkably representa- 
tive membership as well as of a most 
successful life are of the very bright- 
est possible character. 

Col. Holmes, D, 0. C, and Admiral 
Fleet have become honorary vice-presi- 
dents of the association. Three mem- 
bers of the city police force applied for 
admission into the ranks of the society 
on the ground that they had seen ac- 
tive and useful service in the memor- 
able riots In Trafalgar square, 
but a veteran who wearH four medals 
upon his manly breast remarked that 
the legend "Battle ot Trafalgar Sciuare" 
was not, to his knowledge, emblazoned 
upon the flag ot any regiment' in Ills 
.Majesty's servico und he added that If 
this concession \veri> granted, battle- 
scarred suffragettes would at no distant 
date be clumoring at their doois or 
admission, and It was accordingly de- 
cided that services rendered by police- 
men could not by any possibility be 
brought within the qualifications for 
active mcmbershli).

"In every respect the best rose show 
In the history of our organization," 
remarked ;.a member oi the Victoria 
Morticulturil assofelatlon yesterday 
tiftorndon referring to the exhibition 
now In progress at the assembly hall. 
Fort street; He went on to say that 
in point ot the quality of the di.spiay 
there was a marked improvement, 
while the same was apparent, to an 
even greater extent, in the number ot 
entries and the close competition 
which prevailed throughout all the 
(lasses. There was no question that 
tho interest In rose culture among 
Victorians was Increasing by leaps and 
bounds and tho wide variety oi: glor- 
ious blooms that they were aide to 
produce now when called on proved It 
was no Idle boast to say that It would 
not be long before this city rivalled 
and won from Portland the right to 
be termed "the Rose City of tho West." 

Those who visited the show yester- 
day afternoon may bo depended on, 
judging by tho comment heard ninong 
•them, to corroborate the words quoted. 
And without a doubt their unreserved 
praise was well placed. Thi-ough tlui 
efforts of several energetic coiunilt- 
tees of ladles tlio interior of the hall 
had been converted into a veritable 
bower of ilowers. On all hands tlie 
eves were met by a lavish array of 
the product of Victoria's gardens. 
Along the centre was ranged tables on 
which were placed rows of single 
blooms, baskets decked with roses of 
variegated color with backgrounds of 
green foliage, and bowls equally beau- 
tifully laden. On the left were ex- 
hibits from professional horticultur- 
ists while at either ynd were the de- 
corations designed and carried out 
tln-ougii the Initlativo of the Indies 
themselves. Just over the entrance 
were streamers of evergreen; at in- 
tervals, cunningly peeping from the 
leaves, were baskets of roses. In all 
shades, while embracing the pillars 
wore long clinging ivy branches. This 
adornment was undertaken by Mrs. 
Frank Barnard, but, as she Injured her 
ankle while at work, it was completed 
by Mrs. D. M. Rogers and Miss Jlara, 
both of whom labored indefatigibly. 

At tho rear was a tea department, a 
portion 'of tho hall having been separ- 
ated from the remainder for the pur- 
pose of giving accommodation to those 
visitors who might wish to Indulge: in 
light refreshment, coupled with the 
i)raclng beverage indicated, before 
leaving the dellclously fragrant atmos- 
phere. It is, perhaps, unnecessary^ tp 
say that these quarters were artisti- 
cally arranged. From any of the ta- 
bles it was possible to watch tho ever- 
changing throng of spectators through 
11 network of flowers and groen shrub- 
bery. The partition was circular in 
form, the framework being complete- 
ly covered with clusters of wild roses, 
marguerites and other v.arletlos of 
Ilowers. AVoven among them were fes- 
toons of ivy and shrubs ot various 
kinds, so arranged as to give tho Im- 
pression of a magnllicent and re.stful 
garden. With tho electric lights b1ow-| 
Ing in the evening, and the sweet 
strains of Thain's orchoslra coming, as 
it were, from a distance, this made an 
Ideal spot for .social intercourse. It 
was largely patronized throughout the 
show, tho committee in charge, con- 
sisting of Misses Pitts, Irving, Pago, 
Mara and Angus, being kejit con- 
.stantly on the move. 

After having made the difforont 
awards, a task exceedingly difllcult in 
view of the keen competition In every 
class, James Simpson, an expert on 
rose culture, who recently cntne from 
Dundee, Scotland, to take up his resi- 
dence in Victoria, expressed a favor- 
able opinion of the esihlbltlon in gen- 
eral. The display, ho said, was credit- 
able — more than that. It was wonder- 
ful, when It was remembered that 
Victorians had had practically no in- 
struction in the cultivation of the 
flower, and no special oncourngement 
until tho inception of tho horticultural 
society. However, there was one point 
to which he wished to draw the at- 
tention of tho.?e who had entered. It 
was that many of the blooms i)lacod 
in competition were too fully devel- 
oped. To count In a contest, ho .'-.aid, 
a rose should have a high pointed 
centre and should not show any heart. 
A good bloom of that kind would get 
throe points before the National Rose 
society, providing it was moderately 
large. If exceptionally so It might be 
given five, or even six points. That, 
of course, was a matter for the judg- 
ment of tho one In charge of the dis- 
tribution of awards. 

Mr. Simpson went on to refer to tho 
winners of the special prizes offered. 
He said that tho best hybrid perpetual, 
a (Ine specimen ot tho I'^rau Karl 
Druschlci, grown by :Mrs. W. .1. Dow- 
ler, w;is really splendid and worthy of 
the highest commendation. Much the 
ame miglit be said of the best hybrid 
tea, a Caroline Tcstout, shown by W. 
F. Warburton. The winning rose in 
the tea class was a really magniricent 
bloom of the Comtesse do Nadaillac 
class, exhibited by Mrs. H. B. Beaven. 
In reference to the latter the Judge 
itated that he had never seen a better 
anywhere. 

On the whole, he affirmed, tlie dis- 
play was one of which the assnoiation 
and the people of Victoria might bo 
proud. Of course there were iiuuiy 
points which would liavo tu l)e cor- 
rected before the city's product in tills 
respect could, rank among the best 
But, from what he had seen, he felt as- 
sured that what was wanted was more 
tliorough cultivation.

1 am con- 
vinced tluit we have tlie climate and 
all other essentials to enable us tu i)ro- 
duce a rose of practluuiiy any of the 
many varieties, that would win against 
tho finest that are grown elsewhere. 
Undoubtedly with more general atten- 
tion to Its growth, Victoria Is destined 
to become the recognized 'rose city of 
the Canadian West.' " 

In the amateur classes, the entries 
for which, as stated, rested on a table 
placed In tho centric ot the hivll, ihern 
was a feature which attracted general | 
comment among llie rosi' lovers in at- ' 
tendance, and which drev. from the 
Judge words of unqiiallllcd ]irals(\ Jt 
was a small group of (!X(|ulHlte sjieci- 
mens of tho hybrid te.a rose, Le i'ro- 
gres, grown and entered by Mrs. Henry 
Croff.

WOMEN'S COUNCILS 
OPEN CONFERENCE 



First Provincial Assembly Con- 
siders Many iVlatters at 
iVIeeting 



The first provincial conference of 
the local Council of "Women of Brit- 
ish Columbia, opened yesterday at the 
board of trade rooms whic'n wero suit- 
ably decorated for the occasion. Jlrs. 
R. S. Day presided, Jlrs. Mclntyre was 
appointed .secretarv> and Mrs. Hasell, 
press .secretary. Miss Crease welcomed 
the, visiting delegates and .Mrs. Grillln 
of ■\''ancouver; Mrs. McKay, of Ni^w 
Westminster, and Mrs. Stocks of Nel- 
son responded. 

The question of sending an organ- 
izer out through the province was con- 
sidered and a letter from the Dominion 
council was read and rather sharply 
criticised. 

Lunch was served at the Alexandra 
chib. 

Afternoon Sessiori. 

AVhen the provincial conference of 
tho local Council of Women assembled 
In tho afternoon some time was de- 
voted to tho discussion of tho amend- 
ment of tho constitution of the local 
councils. In which Mrs. Grant, Jlr.s. 
Hasell, Mrs. Jenkins, Mrs. Griffin and 
Miss Crease took part. Jlrs. Stock of 
Nelson then spoke on tho subject of 
"Anti-Tuberculosis." There, was, this 
lady said, the most urgent need of 
a hospital for the care of advanced 
cases of tuberculosis. A' very sad in- 
stance had occurred in Nelson. A 
young woman who had been treated for 
consumption in the old home had come aiiry. 
to Nelson, and after being for somo 
months In a family whore there were 
throe children, developed a case of 
rapid consumption. Tho Woman's 
Council took the matter up, and 
through the generosity of the citizens, 
were able to send the girl home. So 
much did the necessity of tlie case .ap- 
peal to the generosity of the j)eoplo that 
In one afternoon the amount needed 
was oversubscribed. It was very diffi- 
cult to get the owners of homes to 
fumigate Ihcm after tho death of tu- 
berculosis patients. It was felt by the 
people of Nelson that such patients 
could only be treated in the general 
hospital at great rlsK. 

The Wontan'B Council had written 
to Dr. Wamti asking htm if ho would 
allow the people of Kootenay- to erect 
a building for Incurable patients on 
the Tranqullle premises. Ho had prom- 
ised to see tho ladles, but had not done 
so. They were, however, given to un- 



contemplated taking care of advanced 
cases and had gone so far as to select 
a site for a hospital for incurables 
at North Bond. Such cases could not 
bo sent to Tranqullle. 

Mrs. Jenkins gave tho cxporlcnco of 
Victoria with Incurable cases and said 
that though tho Antl-Tuberculosls so- 
ciety In tills city had made every ef- 
fort the ladles found it impossible to 
procure fitting cure for dying patients. 
Mrs. CloUind, M. D., was called upon 
by Mrs. Day, the president, to give the 
result of her experioncu. Mrs. Clelnnd 
said that it would bo very wrong to put 
tuberculosis patients Into a public .ward 
ot a hospital. Such pattnets-were/ vqry 
often ppor and could riot ■ 'affords • u 
room. Several ladies joined In the~dls- 
cussion, In tho course of which Mrs. 
W. (Srant suggested that tuberculosis 
Bhould be treated as any other con- 
tagious disease 'and It was stated that 
the city of Westminster is building a 
cottage for the treatment of incurable 
cases. 

Resolution Adopted. 

A resolution to the effect that tho 
provincial conference of tho local coun- 
cil ask that tho directors of the British 
Columbia Anti-Tuberculosis association 
be asked to take immediate steps for 
providing accommodation for iidvanced 
cases of tuberculosis, was unanimously 
passed. Miss Murcutt' was then Intro- 
duced to the coimcl! and warmly greet- 
ed by the president and assembled 
delegates. In reply Miss Jlurcutt ex- 
pressed her hearty appreciation of the 
work the Woman's Council Nvas doing 
for tho good of womanhood. 

Miss Davis, of Westminster, gave an 
address in favor of tho Introduction of 
the commercial course " In" the high 
school. This speaker did ' not believe 
that only teachers and those who In- 
tended to take the arts course in a uni- 
versity should derive benefit from the 
free education of the high school while 
those who wanted to go into btisiness 
were forced to pay for a commercial 
education. 

Mrs. Jenkins assured the council 
llm,t tills was a matter wiilcli tlie 
school board of tho city could decide. 
A commercial course was by law op- 
tional and In the high schools of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver there were many 
students taking this course. Mrs. S. 
I-I. Brown and Mrs, Andrews spoke on 
this stbject. No resolution was neccs- 



ProtBotlpn- of Girls. 
The subject of tho prottiotlon of 
girls elicited a long and oarncat dis- 
cussion. Mrs. Jenkins and several 
other ladles contended that this was a 
matter for parents to deal with. The 
carelessness of mothers was largely to 
blame. Girls, Mrs. Jenkins said, wish- 
ed to do right but they wero allowed 
more liberty than was wise. Mothers 
should nialto companions of their 
daughters. Mrs. Thompson thought it 
was necessary that a woman sliould 
bo sent to meet tho boats In order to 
give advice and assistance to friend- 
less girls coming into tho city. 
• Mrs. Macken said this had been al- 
ready done In Vancouver. Several of 
the Vancouver delegates spqko strong- 
ly against the practice of mothers In 
allowing their daughters, to . go to 
vaudeville theatres. The women of 
that city had helped in the movement 
for cstabllsliing a house of detention 



in that city. Mrs". Macken, IMrs. Grif- 
fin, Mrs. S.'a-r. Brown, Mrs. Cunning- 
ham and several other ladles spoke 
concerning tho necessity that was f-e't . 
In the Terminal City for "Tho protec- 
tion of glrlfe." Mrs. Spofford, Mrs. 
Gi'aves, Mrs. Andrews and Mrs.> A. E. 
Mitchell, of Victoria, also ;took> part 
in the dlscusslon-whlch .was ended by . 
Mrs. Jenkins, wHo'fproposod ' a xusolu- . 
tlon to the • effect-' that each - local - 
council hold a mass meeting of mothers 
to speak to. thorn oii this subject. An 
excellent paper on home making by 
tho teacher of domestic science of 
Vancouver |\vas read by Mrs. Griffin in 
which the method adopted in teaching 
girls to perform hou.sehold duties and 
tho scientific principles Involved in 
the proper choice and preparation of 
food wero dwelt upon. It was shown 
that the girls learned the values qf 
food materials "and a'cihli-fetT a'.valudhlo 
knowledge of ' hygietie.' TMotigh much 
more, than this ■^as , Involved In homo 
making this thing was a - valuable '£iid 
to any: mistress of a -ho^aa,^i 'f•??j^^;^^^^^^^^^ 

Mrs. Whtto rqad .the paper \on home 
making, delivered' last' y earl "before the - 
national council by Mrs." Bayfield. In 
this ijnper soniei dfj-t-liO'^nomles of tho 
home wero said tO.^J},e..SOl'0ntific social- 
ism, the love of pleasuroi'lack of Ideals 
and the practice so common in mod- 
ern cities of families living In apart- 
ment houses. An Ideal homo was de- 
scribed and It was pointed, out that 
the qualities needed by the woman who 
would make a roal liomo wete of the 
highest order. Mrs. S. II. Btown and 
others spoke on this subject. 
Homo Helpers. 

Miss Crease spolte on the subject of 
Homo Helpers. She had ^Iked wiih 
many girls who had come to t^l? coun:- 
try lately. Many of them were Wl^ll 
educated and In many ways Well 
equli)piMl but tliey were new to' con- 
ditions In this country. It was neces- 
sary for them to learn much If they 
wore to be I'fficient servants. They 
.all, however, had formed extravagant 
ideas of tho money to be mado In Brit- 
ish Columbia. While In the city wages 
were high few housekeepers in the 
country <;ould afford to iiay no more 
than from $10 to for help In the 
house. Mrs. Fitzglbbon, who had been 
Introduced to the council, spoke ■ at 
some length and; Yory. ,oJp.qu§ntl^-Con 
the dlsabllltlea' under \vhleh women In 
British Columbia' labored on account 
of procuring cheap and efficient help 
in the home. It was difficult for 
mothers 'X.o care properly for their 
children oi" to take needed recreation. 
It was not to bo expoctod that gVrlB 
who had been carefully educated would 
bo welling to undertake tho duties, 
many of thorn hard and disagreeable, 
that must bo performed In every 
household. This might be .the fault of 
our ajstem of education but it W£ls 
true. ■ I 

Urges Oriental Labor. 

The remedy for this was, tlie speaker 
thouglit, ill tho bringing in of Oriental, 
labor, which was waiting at our doors. 
If tills wore done, not only do:nestic 
servico but building material, land aiid 
many other things needed for making 
a homo would bo cheaper. Women 
could not afford to 'p'ay the wages 
asked and must go without help. "Wo- , 
men were appealed to to use their 
influence to have tho haw governing 
the coming of Orientals changed. 

Jtrs. A. T. AVatt Introduced a reso- 
lution asking the woman's council to 
aid the fund for tho celebration of tho 
tercentenary of the founding of Que- 
bec. 

Resolutions of thanks were passed 
to tho hostesses, board of trade, the 
jjross and the decoration committee. 
Mrs. Gordon Grant asked that tho 
question of franchise, of which she was 
to open tho discussion, should bo de- 
ferred and tho question of "AVomcn on 
school bo.ards" introduced by the Van- 
couver delegation was very briefly dis- 
cussed. It was decided that the next 
provincial conference should take 
place In Vancouver iand the .report pf . 
the'; finance commitieie was"' reoolved.v '

THE HODGINS CHARGES, 

When placing before the public the 
statements made by. Major Hodglns In 
regard to tho • Transcontinental Ball- 
way, the Colonist was careful not lo 
add any opinions of its own, beyond 
expressing It's belief that the character 
of the charges iind of the person mak- 
ing them Justified the- demand that 
thcTo ought to be an Invostlgatlon, and 
we added that wo lioped an Inquiry 
■would show that Major Hodglns svas 
.mistaken. The Inquiry was ordered, 
ati'd although It seemed evident that tho 
special committee of tho House of 
Co'mmous approached th(-' subject with 
a bins agabwt Major Hodglns, 
and, notwithstanding the obstacles 
raised by the Liberal members of tho 
Committee and notwithstanding tho 
very extraordinary line of aetlon whir:h 
Major Hodglns saw lit to follow In re- 
gard to hl3 Kiateinents to the Colonist, 
there Is no question as to the fact that 
some things were disclosed, which call 
for' furthor Investigation. Major Hod- 
glns has seen lit to withdraw his 
charges, and the comniiltee has decided 
to make no further investigation, the 
claim being made that if there has 
been any over- classification the matter 
Is one to be determined by the arbitra- 
tion of experts. "Wo observe tliat "ho 
Conservative minority of tho Commit- 
teejurged that the Inquiry ought' to go 
onV'and It occurs to us that this was ii 
reasonable demand. While the com- 
mittee was appointed in the flr.st In- 
stance because of the statements made 
;by,.HaJor Hodglns, the scope of Its 
' powers were not limited to them. 
Whether or not these powers were ex- 
pressly given in terms warranting a 
full Inquiry Into the whole subject of 
oypr-claasiflcatlon may be a matter 
"non which a reasonable difference of 
opinion may exist; but in view of tho 
fact that tho committee was seized of 
tho subject matter, and as tho ([uestlon 
of classification is one of groat Im- 
portance at this stage of the work, for 
the country can only bo properly pro- 
" tcctcd from gro,ss extravagance, not to 
say fraud, by a close supervision of the 
work while It is being done, wo liold 
that' the committee should have pur- 
siied its Inquiries far enough to estab- 
lish" whether or not there has been In 
point of fact an over-classification of 
.so serious a nature as to needlessly in- 
crease tho cost' of the railway. There- 
fore, from our point of view, tho ac- 
tion of Major Hodglns In withdrawing 
his charges ought not to have conclud- 
ed the inquiry. After tho road Is built 
and tho contractors are paid. It will be 

• t'9^6 late to determine the matter of 
eiassltlcatlon. Tlio door ought to be 
loclcod before the horse is stolen. AVhat 
view we should talio of the matter If 
wo were on tlie ground and able to 
learn tho facts at first hand, we cannot 
of course say, ijut with what Informa- 
ti6n Vf.i have at our command, .it .scorns 
as IE the majority of tho committee 
were in haste to close tho Inquiry. So 
far as Major Hodglns Is concerned ho 
drops out of 'bo transaction without 
anything that can l)e called laurels 
coming to him; but this by no means 
disi)Oscs of the ovcr-classillcation, of 
which llicvo has been sufllcient evi- 
dence given to warrant a fuller inquiry 
than has taken place. It seems as if the 
object of the. committee .was to elicit 
only sufficient Information to give the 
Commissioners a colorable Justiflcatlon. 

THE POLITICAL OUTLOOK. 

In his speech before tho local Con- 
servative A.'isoclatinn, Mr. McBrlde re- 
viewed the political outlook in tho 
province, and we think any candid 
critic Will have to concede that he was 
not unreasonable In his claims ns to 
tho present prospects of the party of 
which he is the loe.il leader. Speaking 
more particularly of Victoria he ex- 
pressed the oi)lnion that Mr. Temple- 
man's defeat is a foregone conclusion. 
( .The majority of the people of this city 
'aro Conservative by preference. It la 
true that tliey have on several recent 
occasions ri<liirned Liberal eandidiites, 
hut normally the city is Conservative.

■ ' • t exceptionally 
favornbrc ctircumstancea was shown by 
the vote to be very little gre.-itor than 
that' of Mr. Itiley at a general oleetl.jn, 
when tile Issue was tho Grand Trunk 
Pacific railway" project. If. the Con- 
servatives had been united against Mr. 
Templeman and ho had been without 
the advuntago resulting from his jil.-ice 
In the Cabinet, theru Is no room for 
doubt' that lie would have been defeat- 
ed. When ho next comes before tho 
people, his position will bo much wank- 
er, than it .was .then. .The people have 



learned that tho advantages of having a 
Cabinet Minister to represent them are 
largely Imaginary. They. have seen no 
special good resulting from it; Indeed 
our representative seems to have been 
struck speechless so far as the welfare 
of Jiis: constituency is concerned in tho 
'discussion of great public questions, 
Large problems, involving interests, in. 
which Victoria has present and much 
greater future interests, have been Up 
for discussion, but Mr. Templeman 
has never felt called upon to say any- 
thing on behalf of his constituency, 
neither can his friends claim that as a 
silent worker he had achieved anything 
calculated to strengthen his hold upon 
the c'otii'fldence of the community. On 
two Important matters ho has thrown 
his Influence against the province. One 
was the question of better terms; iho 
other, tho more recent one of the Chln- 
oso head tax On both these questions 
lie had taken tho position that the 
claims of tho province, upon which wo 
aro all united liero, are not just or 
equitable, and his views have prevailed 
at Ottawa. Mr. Templeman when he 
nc.^t comes before tho electors will not 
be a inombor of a cabinet strongly en- 
trenched In tho House of Commons, but 
one of a group of ministers who lia\ e 
collectively been weighed In the bal- 
I'uico and found wanting. Concerning 
the adniliii.stratlon of his own special 
department, which is largely routine, 
we have no comments to make, exeei)t 
to say that no scandals have arisen in 
coiiiieetion witli it, and in all fairness 
we can say tliat he la not a man who 
would permit liiniseif to be mixed up 
in shady transactions. As a member of 
a discredited governmenv; he will stand 
in a very different position from that 
wiilch lie occupied at tlio bye-oleotlon, 
and while we make it a rule never to 
indulge in political prophecies, we are 
satisfied that the defeat of Mr. Temple- 
man is ea.sily within tho powers of the 
Conservatives of Victoria, provided 
they keep up tho excellent organization 
which they have at present.

Tlio city invites tenders for a hori- 
zontal cross-compound pumping engine 
for use in connection with the water 
system. The specifications describe 
what, in the opinion of tliose qualified 
to judge, is a. very excellent pumping 
engine. Our. attention has .been drawn 
to the catalogrue of tho Snow Steam 
Pump AVorks, of Buffalo, New York, 
for wlilch Charles C. Moore & Co., 
with offices at San Francisco. Los An- 
geles and Seattle, are agent's. In this 
catalogue there is an engine, which, so" 
far as can be judged from tho illustra- 
tion, is identical with the specification 
Issued by the city, and also an indepen- 
dent fiyV Wheel pump which appears to 
be Identical with that referred to 
In tho specifications. It seems desir- 
able that tho city should ascertain If 
the machinery advertised for is such as 
a manufacturing house keeps in stock 
or for which" they have patterns on 
hand, for If It has, there is no use in 
advertising for tenders, because no one 
would have tiie least chance in compe- 
tition with a house which makes a 
specialty of mailing it. Let any compe- 
tent person compare the pump shown 
on page 44 of the catalogue (jf the 
above concern in 1001 with the descrip- 
tion given in tho specification and he 
will be able to judge for himself whe- 
tiier or not there Is not reasonable 
ground for the suggesting that teiulcr- 
i rs are asked to bid on a i)ump already 
made in the regular course of liuslness 
l)y the Snow Steam Pump AVorlcs. Wo 
have not heard it suggested that the 
Snow pump will not do just what the 
city requires. Indeed our Information 
is that it will, but doe.H It luu seem very 
little else than a needless form to ad 
vcrtlse for tenders. If it is a foregone 
conclusion that fne Snow concern will 
.supply the engines? If tho engine and 
air pump arc those described In the 
catalogue, would it not have been bet 
tor to have gone to the makers at once 
without' going through the formality 
of asking tenders'.' AVe add that the 
pump described In tho catalogue Is 
stated by competent engineers to lie an 
oxcoilent article and as good 
tho city can wish, but what wo 
want to know, and what we think 
tho public have a right to know, 
is if tho specifications are any- 
thing else than for a stock pump made 
by one manufacturing concern, whlcii Is 
equipped witli patteriis and all appli- 
ances wlierel)y they can prOduCo the 
machine more clieuply than any one 
else. It Is true tliat In tlie .six-eifica- 
tlons thi-'re is a clause wiiieh s.-iys that 
bidders are at iiherty to offer any al- 
ternative i)roi)Osltlons they may see fit, 
ljut liie value of sucli a ijcrnii.'nsion 
.•iceins to be neutralized by tho terms of 
tlie notice. The whole notice looks on 
tho face of it like a proposal that local 
builders of engines shall have an op- 
portunity of offering sonicthlng of their 
ov.'ii desl.gu lij eompetUiou with the 
standard Snow engine. On jiage 11 wo 
reproduce pictures of tho pump from 
tho -Snow catalogue. ' ■

The centenary of Cardinal -Manning's 
birth is, says tlie A\'estminsler CJa- 
zotte, lo be celebrated In London ne.Nt 
month. The principal event will be an 
open-air demonstration on Sunday, 
July 19, when there will be a big pro- 
cession to Hyde park, A meeting will 
be hold at which leading ecclesiastics 
and Irish and labor members of parlia- 
ment will attend and speak. Temper- 
ance, trade and friendly societies will 
be largely represented In the gathering.- 
Arrangements have also been made by 
tho ecclesiastical authorities littlngly 
to celebrate the centenary. Thero will 
he memorial services on Snnrtity, ,7uly 
12, and on July 15, which will be the 
actual date of the centenary. Special 
services will take place In churches 
throughout London. 

Lord Mount Stephen, Canada's mu- 
nlficont philanthropist, entered on his 
eightieth birthday yesterday. Xo piier, 
says the Dally Chronicle, has arisen 
from such a lowly position, for George 
Stephen acted as a herdboy In his na- 
tive Banffshire, served an apprentice- 
ship to the drapery business In Aber- 
deen, and was in tho employ of J. F.

One of tlie 
highest peaK-.s of tho Canadian i^ock- 
les, vislldc lo tho passengers on this 
lino, bears lii.H name, and he has chosen 
It for his title.

mistress in her own," as Rudyard Kip- 
ling expressed it long a^o, . Canada is 
now on the fair way tb'bocorao one of 
the greatest cmplrea thc world has over 
seen. Long despised and neglected, 
first by'.ITranco and then by England, 
Canada seemed at- one time destined 
only to stagnate and decay, but within 
the last halt-dozen years sho has sim- 
ply taken all the world's breath away 
by her stuiiendous advance. We do 
nut, liowever, projiose to dwell just at 
Ijresent on the crude facts of Canada's 
material iirogress, which have been so 
often recounted in those columns. Tlie 
appeal for which we bespeak attention 
does not relate to millions of bushels 
of wheat or to the other overwhelming 
evitiences of growtli in all that makes 
a grciu state. The appeal is purely 
senthnehtal, and is therefore all tho 
stronger to those who see into tho real 
heart oi: things. Canada has a political 
capital nt Ottawa and a commercial 
capital nt Montreal— whose supremacy 
wUI ere long be challenged by Winni- 
peg- or somo centre stUl further west — 
but the historical capital of Canada 
must always be Quebec, and it Is for 
the furtherance, the iierpetuatlou, of 
that Idea that today's ajipeal Is made. 
The Idea is, in a word, to jn-eserve for 
all time the historic battlefield ot Que- 
bec as a national — an imperial — me- 
morial. One of the decisive battles ot 
this world was fought tlierc. It de- 
cided whether the northern continent 
of America was lo be l^'rench bi liiig- 
lish. Such battlefields aro not uncom- 
mon. I3ut the unique Interest of this 
occasion la that It celebrates not the 
victory of one race or class or creed, 
but the cordial and permanent ;unlon 
of victor and vanquished under the 
broad and tolerant folds ot one flag. 
Thero Is already In Quebec a momi- 
mont to tho united glory of the two 
commanders who fell on that glorious 
and fatal day. "Valour," says tho in- 
scription, "gave them a common death: 
posterity a common fame." But moro 
Is Intended. J3arl Grey, tho worthy in- 
heritor of a great name, has c(jneelvcd 
the Idea of a moiiuiiient greater than 
any thing. In marble or brass — the dedi- 
cation of the Plains of Abraliain to 
posterity. The battlefield Ijes behind 
the citadel on the heights overlooking 
tho St. Lawrence — one of the most 
magnificent panoramas In tho world. 
At present tlic site la being steadily 
encroached . upon . by mean and un- 
worthy buildings; A 'gaol, an arms 
factory, and 'other eyesores degrade 
tho place where Wolfo, and Montcalm 
Joined In a' battlb -of - gtonts that has 
left Its mark on tho world's histor.v. 
The battle was decisive, taut, unllke- 
somo baltloH, It was one from which 
tho vantpilshcd have gained almost as 
much as the victors.

After thirteen years, during which 
they liad not seen each other, and in 
whicli tlieir paths In lil^o drifted far 
apart, tho one to gain recognition in 
tho police department of tho Sydney, 
Australia, force, .the other to secure 
an enviable placed among, the coast's 
most successful aind popular actoi's 
and pIay^vrlghts, two brothers, born in 
Nojv i Zealand, and brought up to- 
gether In tliu capital of New South 
Wales, met last weolt; in Portlund, 
Ore.

Owing 
to the fact that Loschlavo was fight- 
ing extradition to Australia and was 
out on ball, Detective Ashton was 
forced to stay here until tho 9th of 
this month, when the court decided 
that Iioschlavo should not hnvu to 
return. This decision ended Detective 
Ashton's duties here and ho took ad- 
vantage of tho opportunity to go to 
Portland. On his arrival there ho 
fmnid that his brother was playing in 
Vancouver, AVash., and that evening 
ho went to tho theatre, saw his broth- 
er perform his part and when the 
theatre was out hurried around to the 
stage door. 

His presence appeared to be some- 
what suspicious for more than one 
of tho company approached lihn and 
a.«ked him his business before his 
brother appeared. ^ To tho latter'.-i 
question: "What Is' It you want," De- 
tective Ashton answered In a sub- 
dued voice, but the accent, though not 
heard for thirteen years, was familiar 
to tho other who in an Instant re- 
cognized his brother. That the two 
were delighted to meet once again 
goes without saying, and they sat late 
into tho night asking and answering, 
each In his turn, a multlttido oC 
qucstlon.'j. - , . 

While Detective Ashton has been 
winning hjs way in police circles In 
Sydney, the Other, ,,1-Icrbort Ashton, 
has been making a 'name for himself 
on the American stage. Arriving at 
Now York from Australia »years ago 
with his briae.r'vvho Is now his lead- 
ing woman, ha first secured a position 
on the New' York fire brIgo.de, thea- 
trical engagement.^ then being appar- 
ently few and far between. FlntUly 
ho drifted west and for several ycar.s 
has been engaged in stock on this 
coast. His wMfo who was Miss Ivllv 
Branscombe, is a New Zealand girl, 
whose talent was lirst displayed In 
amateur theatricals, and whom I-fer- 
bert Ashton wooed and won In the 
Commonwealth.

CHINESE LAUNDRIES IN 
MORE SANITARY STATE 



Celestial Proprietors Do Their 
Best to Comply With the 
New Bylaw 



While the city healtli department 
was ijrepured to give the owners of 
Chinese laundries sonic latitude in the 
matter of fixing up their pi'omise.s to 
conform with the new Wash House 
Bylaw whlcli came into effect on June 
1, and while it was expected that to 
coni|)lete tho changes so an to make 
tho ](remisls conform with tho measure 
would probably take a month of two, 
it appears that tho Celestial laundry- 
men have lost no time in coming with- 
to the law or so fur thereto as possible. 
Of tho twenty-four Chinese laundries 
which have been forced to make need- 
ed improvements only throa are now In 
such condition that they cannot com- 
ply with the bylaw and these, it np- 
pears from the report of the sanitary 
Inspector, cannot be made to come 
anywhere wIthIn'~Teasonablia distance 
of tho bylaw and wll! bo closed. 

In all tho other cases cement floors 
h.avc been put in, the walls lined with 
galvanized iron, and necessary S'3wer 
connections made so that all w.asto 
water can be delivered into tlio sew- 
ers. Otlier necessary Improvements 
bavi also boon made, tho proprietors 
of the laundries in nearly every case 
showing a ready dlsjiusltlon to do all 
that wa-s required by law. To make 
them strictly comply with tho now 
measure would mean that all would 
cease bushiess but what improvements 
have been made render the jirenii.ses 
practically as sanlUiry as possible and 
this 1-s all that the health dejiartment 
desires for the tlm;; being at least. 

In some of the Clilneso laundries the 
ceilings had been covered by old cheese 
cloth and tho surroundings wore any- 
thing but sanitary. Th.^su unhealthy 
conditions have been done away wlti> 
under the sli let orde:-j oC the sani- 
tary inspector who ]u\:-i made a close 
examination of all the improved proin- 
ises and who^wlll make a regular ex- 
amination of tha, same in order th.it 
tho sanitary conditions may be Icopt 
up to the. marlc. •

TO HEAR APPEAL 
IN KQOTENAY CASE 

Rival Claimants to Disputed Oil 
Lands Carry Case to the 
Full Court . 



In the full court on Monday .'morn- 
ing will bvi taken up the 1 case of John 
Watt, appellant vs. the Cranbrook, tho 
Greenwood and the ' Leckle-Tuppcr 
groups, respondents. This I's an ap- 
peal by John Watt-from the daclslon 
of .County JCdurt . Judge ren- 
dered at Crimbrook In August- Septem- 
ber, 1907, in ''the matter of the Coal 
Mines Act' and amending acts, and ot 
the petitions filed for declaring good 
tho tltlo of the members of tho Crari- 
broolc-Deckie-Tupper and Bowman, 
Leonard and Greenwood groups pur- 
suant to Se. 9 of that act, aa well as 
of the petitions for declaringl valid 
the leases of Jolin Watt filed pursuant 
to Sec. 4 of the Coal Mines Amend- 
mont Act of 1907, dismissing those lat- 
t-er petitions anil further ordering tliat 
tlie Cranbrook, Greenwood and Lec- 
kie-'rupper groups do recover costs 
froni|tho petleloner, Watt. All the pe- 
titions and the cross petitions were 
tried together. Originally these lends 
were claimed by tho C.P.R. comiiany 
but that company's pretentions having 
been extlngulsh«3d by a special act, t|ie 
land was staked by the parti'es to this 
suit. 

By Section 4 of the said act any 
holder of a special license was empow- 
ered to apply to the county court for 
a declaration that such holder was en- 
titled to obtain the lease of the claims 
covered by his licenses and under this 
provision John 'Watt the appellant, ap- 
plied for the leases right of the fifteen 
claims covered by his fifteen special 
licenses, ten of those being situated on 
sage or oil creek, and five on ICImona 
creek. 

Sir Charles IDbbert Tupper, K. C, 
apjiears for the Leckle-lTtpper group 
which includes Sir. Chas. H. Tupper, 
n. G. E. Deckle, F. Peters, F. F. Pet- 
ers, W. W. Baker, C. F. Bruff, A. S. 
Burcliall, E. Bremner and E. G. Wil- 
son, whoso' claims are located on Sage 
creek. Mr. James A. Harvey, K. C, ap- 
pears for the Cranbrook group and i\lr. 
S. S. Tuylor, K. C, of Nelson, for the 
Greenwood group.. Messrs Elliott and 
Shandley are appellants solicitors. 

The claims affected by this litigation 
aro all situate In block 41ji)3 in East 
Kootonay and prior to any of the liti- 
gation alleged in these proceedings 
this block was by order-in-councU re- 
served from sale of settlement from 
which date and up to the IGth of June, 
1904, applications under the Coal Mines 
Act for prospecting licenses over the 
lands within this block were refu-sed 
on the ground that it was reserved. But 
on the IGtli of June, 194, tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands wnd Works 
published a notice In the British Co- 
lumbia Ga^^ett* that licenses to pros- 
pect for coal arid petroleum upon these 
lands wbuld be l.s?ued to all appli- 
cants under, the provisions of the Coal 
Mines Act upon the payment of JlOO 
tirid under a special license form. 
• The appellant, John 'Watt and his 
associates took out fifteen of these 
licenses which sub'sequfe'ritly all passed 
Into the hands of Watt -and. Stood -Mi 
his name dt the time th'd'Jud'griient'ln 
question was given. 

In tho case of Baker vs. Smart in 
1905 It yas held that this special li- 
cense liad no validity, but by section 
two of tho Coal Mines Amendment Act 
of 1907, Chapter 2S, all llcen.ses which 
had been issued under this form were 
validated and by Section 9 of the same 
act all such licenses as were outstand- 
ing at the time of tho passage -of that 
act were made renewabte for-theiperlod 
of one year without further payment 
becoming necessary. 

Tho appellant Watt was opposed by 
four groups of claimants, (1) the Bon- 
man-Lconard group; (j)) tine Cran- 
brook group; (3) thO'.^Greenwood 
group; and (4) 'the Leckle^Tupper 
group.- 

The trial, Judge, County Court Judge 
Wilson found that tho Bowman-Leon- 
ard group- had abandoned their stak- 
ings and- 'no appeal has bcrin taken 
from this, finding. 'John Watt claimed 
to have , staked his fifteen claims in 
jmiy.lOOO;\.bttt;.the trial Judge found 
against blth oiiVthls head,- holding that 
Watt, bad .either, not '.staked .^at all or 
had not slaked properl^.:and .dismiss- 
ing: his petition .for itbe allowanod of 
these fifteen, claims. ,a . . 

A. w. McVltto for the Cranbrook- 
Greenwood groups claimed .to have 
staked these claims In August 1900 
and this staking was upheld by tho 
trial Judge and the parties Interested 
in these two groups are given all the 
claims for which they applied. 

The Tupper-Leckle group claim to 
have staked their claims in September, 
1901 and tlioir evidence in respect to 
this staking Is upheld by tho trial 
Judge, iirui they are allowed to take 
claims to tho extent to which these, do 
not conflict with the Cranbrook and 
Green v/ood group. The lands in ques- 
tion are supposed to have SToat value.

When ii new word conveys 
a now Idea, Its use, if tho Idi-a should 
be given expression tb, is allowable, 
nut every one must aekiunvledge that 
there aro too many .senseless and vui- 
glir expressions In common use. 'I'liere 
JU-e, llkc^ loud talking or ('oiispleuous 
dri.'ss, the marks of 11 waiil of" feflue- 
nieiil. There Is a foolish Idea aliroad 
among very young glrla that tho use 
of slung Is clover and attracts admira- 
tion. Perhaps It does, but It la not 
till! admiration of tlioso whoso good 
opinion is worth having. Tlie lOng- 
llsh laiigimgo fs rich enough to ex- 
press till' thoughts of the wisest of us. 
If girls would devote tin.' time to 
b-arnlug to .sjieiik cornel l.\', lb;it many 
of them do to ai-qiilring the latest 
slang, the speech of c:;inadliiu girls 
would not SI) often call tor the crlti- 

I'ism of ladles who iuive 1 n aecus- 

tomi'd to good society. Notliiiig, pei-- 
liaps, re\'eal:i tile nature of a woniati 
.so plalnlv as her voice uiu'i speech. 
The gentle, refined, cultured woman 
can scarcely help showing It as soon 
as she addresses a stranger. Habits 
of sjieecli, even more than most habits, 
.ire acquired easily mid almost un- 
oonsolously nnd they are terribly iier- 
slslent. Tho wl.^e girl will watch well 
what lines so niucli tn creiite !i good 
impi-esslon. If, during her clilldliood, 
.she lias not liad the advantage of good 
example slie will liave great trouble 
in learning to speak nicely. fiut the 
result is well wortli the trouble. In 
loo many of our homes the speeeli of 
the elilldren receives very little at- 
tention and tho fault Is not corrected 
in tlio schools. Girls who can an- 
alvse the ■■J^ady of tlio Irfllce" or parse 
a pas.iage ot "Paradise Lost" make, 
in common conversation, tho most 
glaring errors in the simplest fen- 
leiiees. AVo hoar nuicli about the con- 
\-i'rsatinnal mode of learning ]''rencli 
and Cernian. Is It not far more im- 
portant lliat Canadian children should 
tie taught to conver.sc oorrectly in 
their niotlior tongue. If they were 
made to realize how aderiuate tiie 
Knglisli lanKuago Is fur all varieties 
and modes of expression there would 
be less causo to complain of tho use 
of slang. 

That tluu-e U auotlier point of view 
Is shown from the letter uf this Sloiil- 
reai woiuaii, wlio says concerning 
business girl.s; •■Are not these very 
girls more able by their surroundings 
to exercise that refining touch, whicli 
is their birthright, and .^ncohsclous- 
ly bring . a sense of refinement and 
daintiness. Into wlialevcri their en- 
vironment may be, the office or pri- 
vate sanctum of the man of busi- 
ness. A refinement which purifies 
and brightens iind exercises ti heliiful 
influence on ail aiul lends to nialie the 
ri'latiousliii) between employer and 
emjiiovee, the better and easier for 
both. Hut e;in that chivalry, that 
courteous, kinillines.i which is due the 
employee from iier eni ploj-er, hope to 
exist if lie hears her spoiling her 
speecli with .slangy plirase, whicli no 
matter how expressive or even clever, 
tends to coarseness, atld Tobs tlie 
speaker of ono of woman's greatest 
cliarnis, a refined voice."

Dr. I'"alroner, tho new president of 
Toronto University. Is ■ making his lii- 
flueiiee felt very widely. The unlver- 
sit\-. over wliich he prosidos, Is one of 
the greatest In Canada. It has a large 
attendance of womun students and it 
is interesting to note that the senate 
of Toronto University has appointed 
a eommltleo to consider the question 
of iilglii r education for women. This 
indicates, that th« present system In 
wiiich men and women attend the same 
cl.isses is not felt to be altogether sat- 
isfactory. 

In the university magazine Miss Kd- 
gar, of Harvard College, has an article 
on the colleges attended by women and 
the different plans pursued. These .ire 
three. In the University of Toronto 
Cornell, Leland, Stanford In Califor- 
nia and in most of the state universi- 
ties of th'd United States men and wo- 
men attend tho same claffses. This is 
also true of the Arts Course of McCIll, 
us of most, If not all Canadian colleg- 
es. 

At Readciiffe collogc In connection 
with Harvard and In Bernard at Co- 
lumbia men and women follow the 
same course and take the same exami- 
nations but do not attend ' the same 
classes, while Bryn Wawr, Wellesly, 
Vassar and .Smith are colleges for tho 
exclusive use of women. 

it Is .said tli.at wliere men and wo- 
men attend the same classes there Is 
a tenden<:.v for the minority to ilroji 
out. It is not easy for ;i small num- 
ber of women to study In tlu' same 
class compor^.i'd liii-'fly of men and the 
rule lioliis g'loil when the men ;ire In 
the ininorit.S'. In colleges wliei-e co- 
education is til.-' rule the majorlt.v of 
women stUll.^• modern hinguages ;iml 
lii:;tory, wliilo Lli" gi-oater mnnber id' 
men ib'vote their attention to seloiice 
and political oi:oniiniy. In women's col- 
lege;! a larger proportion of ■students 
take eeononi ii's and liatlntban do those 
of the college's wdiere men and women 
sillily tojo'ther. In tlie o]ilnlon of 
many, tiic' eo-oriilmile college is the 
Ide.il one. 'I'liere, the women have ex- 
actly tiv- satib' udvantage.s iis the men. 
'j'lie.\- lOllow tlie same eiearsi's, take the 
saine exainln.'ilinns nnd qualify f.ir the 
same tiegrees-, ljut their li'Clures are 
held .s»-piirately. 

The greater expense wlihili tills plan 
ent.-ills v/111 nwko it Imposslhle for all 
but I lie vcr.v largest and richest unl- 
veislties. In most Canadian colleges 
thoKo wom^n who are. ambitious of .1 
higher education must be content to 
take their lectures In the same clas.sc.3 
with men. . . 1 

Although there are advantajses in 
tho colleges for tho sole uso'of women. 
It is believed by niany thiit the view of 
life, sraln^d In 'siichi Schools la a nar- 
row ono, Hero; ' nowovbr, as In all 
schools', much'' depends on the teachers, 
Miss Edfi^ar . concludes her article by 
•saying: •"S^hero a woinen's collogo 
is formed on the bn.sl.s of 00-ordlnato 
education it !« absolutely nccessnry 
thnt It .should be on a perfect cffuallty 
in every respect with tho men's col- 
legoti in tho same linlvorslty. Anything 
olso would be a retrograde rjovemont. 



An equal proportionate amount of 
money mu.st be spent on Its eiiulpment 
and on-'provlding Its faculty. It must 
bo roprosentea on d perfept equality on 
\vliatovor may be the governing body of 
tliat university. Only thU6 wlU-tho best

Neither In .school nor at' homo Is it 

advisable to assign work as punish- 
ment. Tho liiil,. culprit will) refuses or 
neglects to iierforni a task call be very 
properly compi'llcd to eoinplele it. liut 
as a punislmu'iit for otlier offenses it 
is unwise to set a child at work. Alaiv 
a boy hits learned to hate poetry be- 
cause he bus been forced to eominlt 
beautiful verses to iiieniory as a ))en- 
alty for some childish offense. HlUhi 
Hlelimond ,in the Housekeeper, has tho 
lol lowing advice to give on this sub- 
ject: 

"There are mothers who keep certain 
disiigrceabie tasks for llitle aliincrs, 
just as some cities compel their offend- 
ers against public peace to repair roads 
lu- break stone. This Is risky .business, 
since it gives the child the Impression 
that It Is a misfortune to have to work'- 

"A grown man says he bales the N'ery 
siglit of an onliui because his 

mother made lilm weed the tiny plant.-, 
every lime lie was naughty when he 
was a child. Onion wi'dlng Is tedious, 
back- breaking worlc at best, but when 
il is tloue its a punishineiu it becomes 
horrible. A bright pcnii.\'. a siieclal ire.at 
in the way of a big orange or a triii to 
llie pond to fish would liave sent tile 
boy wlilstlinj,' i,j ik,. onion bed, i.ieter- 
inlned to conquer or die, but' to be 
chained there, .so to Ki)cak, with a 
smtirllng sense of iiis woes makes hlia 
recall those days yet. 

"Some mothers put the Ilttlo girls to 
patchwork 'When they are rcstles.'j and 
ill mlshlof, but the only thing accom- 
plished is to make tho Utile fingers 
loathe needlework. I liavu seen rebel 
lions little girls making buttonholes all 
over a piece of old goods as punishment 
for souio wrong-doin;;. Tile woric was 
wasted because' tlie mother threw it in 
the wastebaski't the minute slio was 
sati.sfied Willi tli,. effort, and the chil- 
dren only iiu-ned o|,;t good work in or- 
der to be released. 

".Solitary idieiu-ss is bel'er than work 
as puuishnienl. Often when left' to 
themselves the children would gladly 
take their hooks or, woi-ic, Inil lhe.\- al- 
ways resent being ordered to woric to 
atone, for their sins. A long, quiet 
think will maice them iicniteiit, while 
hard work only luaki s them feel in- 
jured,' and gives thom the lasting im- 
presalon^ that all .^y,prk is disgraceful."

Jt 
wa;i delightful to s. c mlnlstei-.i, kuv- 
yers, legislator...-, sitting ;il her f./et 
lisleiiing spellbound to lier earm:st ap- 
peals. 

"At tho close of each meeting an o])- 
portunlty was given to secure signa- 
tures for the pledge, with such grand 
results. I can never forgot Miss Wil-

lew and Novel. Buoys W 
Mark Yachting Course, off 
Vancouver'- 



The Royal Vancouver Yacht club 
Is having something new In the way 
of buoys made for the big Interna- 
tional regatta to mark the course over 
which the N'^hlte winged -fliers will 
compete during tho week. ' 

Heretofore, owing to tho haze which 
often prevails in Knglish bay, racing 
skippers and crews liave often com- 
plained of the trouble with which the 
turning buoys were located. In the 
last class race over the English bay 
course the majority of the yachts 
went over half a mile out of their way 
because the flag which marked tho 
turning point was only visible to the 
naked eye a short distance away^ and 
they were so sure of their location 
only a couplo of the skippers thought 
of using their binoculars to look for it. 

A flag, no matter liow large, is a 
poor mark to be seen on the water at 
best. This applies particularly when 
a flag is used to mark a turning point 
on a sailing cours- th.it lies to leeward 
of a yacht, or when a yacht is ap- 
proaching the mark running before the 
wind. Tho flag Is then streaming away 
from the apjiroachlng boat, only show- 
ing Its edge, and is practically invisible. 

This trouble will all be obviated by 
the now buoys, which are being manu- 
factured locally. The buoy is made in 
the shape of a large sheet metal ball, 
tnree feet In diameter. This will be 
palmed white with a refl band around 
the middle of tho sjjhere horizontally. 
The ball will bo mounted on a spar ten 
feet high, which when set on a sub- 
stantial float, will make a mark that 
can be seen easily for several miles in 
almost any condition of weather. One 
of these will be placed out near Point 
Grey and the other nejir Point Atkin- 
son to mark the turning points of tho 
12 mile course to be laid out soon for 
the big races.— Vancouver World.

Sjsh ollvstorago tnnkB.ln various parts 
off the United Kingdom to Insuro con- 
venient sources of supply. Birken- 
li'ead, directly opposite Liverpool, has 
been selected as ono of tho supply 
centres. The cxperlment.s conducted 
by the aaniiralty during tho past 
twelve ycar.i were not at first satis- 
factory, and two adverse reports were 
made .jrlor to 1002. Since then tho test 
have been of such a. character as to 
reverse the orlginnl judgment of tho

"It iat" claimed ithal .tiirough' the uso 
of oil the number • of ':, me'lj , now re- 
fjuired t'o' do ■ the- stokiiig'^'-iind trim- 
ming would be reduced -by 'two- thirds 
as the npving and stoking 'of "tnb oil 
is automatically accomplished^by steam 
pumps and pipes, instead of by stokers 
and trimmers as In tho ca.se of coal. 
While It is difficult with coal fires at 
full speed to maintain sufficient steam, 
it has been demonstrated that with oil 
fuel this difficulty would be ovci-come 
and that when tho -speed in rciluced the 
boilers are under such perfect control 
th.at the safety valves do not lift. 

"Tlie oil It is suggested, could be 
stored In the double bottom now 
taken up by -water ballast. In the 
case of the navy, ono of the great ad- 
vantages claimed by oil is tho absence 
of a great volume of black .smoke when 
vos.sels are jiroceeding at great speed, 
and whirli s('rves to give information 
to the enemy, 'J'lie evaporative vaUu^ 
of oil is mueli greater than that of 
coal, so that wiille forty-five cuiile 
foot of bunker space is required for a 
ton of coal, only thirty-eight cubic leei 
is needed for a ton of oil. It will rea(i- 
ily he seen how insignificant this dif- 
ference would be to the great ocean- 
going steamers, and how much more 
space now set apart in them for stor- 
age of coal would bo released for cargo 
purposes and the accommodation ^of 
passengers. 

"Tho British navy has in service oil- 
using torpedo boats with a capacity:'of 
thirty-four knots. One of the draw- 
baclts at the. preK(>nt time to tlie exten- 
sive use of oil fuel at sea is high cost 
and the difficulty in many instances of 
securing it. The cost of oil in Great 
Britain has no doubt seriously Inter- 
fered with Its adoption for steam- 
ships and for a variety of Industrial 
purposes. AVlth a reduction in price 
the field for its employment would be 
greatly enlarged. The advantages of 
oil fuel, briefly summarized, arc econ- 
omy of space, ab-sence of soot and cin- 
ders, elimination of tho loss of time 
consumed in burning down and clean- 
ing fires when coal is used, the ease 
with which oil can bo bunkered and 
the quickness with which a full head 
of steam can be generated.

FALSE GREEK BRIDGE 
CAN'BE CDNSTRCCTED 

Judgment in Favor of Vancou- 
:f -ver City in tiie Injunction ■•■ 
; Proceedings 



Vancouver, June 10. — llr. Justice 
jNItirtin yesterday, morning gave judg- 
inont in favor of the city on all points 
connected with tho application for an 
injunction entered bj» R. Caseidy, 
K. C, on behalf of E. Mahon and 
otliers. ■ 

Mr. Justice Martin said that, after 
looking^ careftilly into the matter, he 
had come to tho conclusion that the 
plaintiff had not shown sufllclent 
grounds to \varrant him in granting 
un injunction. Tho main part of the 
objection was disposed of by the ver- 
dict deciding tliat tlio city had power 
to construct bridgo.s, and In regard to 
tho procedur.o followed for the exer- 
cise of that power ho was satisfled 
that the proper course had been pur- 
sued. 

Tlie only doubt ho had was as to the 
objection taken to tho preparation of 
the voters' lists, in paragraphs 5 and 
G, of tho plaintiff'.^ aflldavit. These 
paragraphs doclarod that tho city 
clerk did not i)rcpnre the lists witliin 
the time limited by tho charter, but 
tho allidavit did not show that IE tho 
list liad been iirc-jnirod within the 
time that it would have made any 
materi.al difference, and in any event 
any bbjectlou was cured by that sec- 
tion of the city charter which re- 
quires tliat an action to quash or set 
aside a by-law shall be made within 
ono month after it has passed third 
reading. ... 

In regard to the objections to the 
Coal Harbor scheme, he considered the 
statement of plaintiff to be too vague, 
and thoro was not sufficient particu- 
larity in tho allegations to warrant 
him granting an injunction. The In- 
junctions therefore were refused, the 
costs to follow the event. 

Tho Judgment leaves the city free 
to continue Us work of building the 
bridges over ]''alse Creek, nnd opera- 
tions will iiroceed without furtlier 
delay.

Slbcan, Juno 19.— T. G. Kcllum, rep- 
resenting the Wabash Gas company of 
Pittsburg, owners of the Howard frac- 
tion.. group, is hero prospecting the 
claims and inspecting tho work tliat 
has been In progress for over a year 
under tho directipn.*of J. M. M. Bene- 
dum. The crosscut tunnel has. now 
reached a distance of over 700 feet and 
it is expected that tho rich Howard 
fraction vein will bo cut at a depth 
of about 300 feet before the tunnel 
shall have been driven another hun- 
dred feet. 

Tho Howard fraction ore is quartz, 
carrying less than ono per cent, of 
pyrites associated with argentlte, and 
150 tons of tho sorted ore was sold to 
the smelters in 189,5-0 for $15,000, 
about one-fourtli of the value being 
gold, and the balance sliver. But, a.s 
the vein dips into tho hill at an .angle 
of about 3P. degrees, the mining, In an 
Incline shaft was e3q)eri8ive and neces- 
sarily shallow and no mining has been 
on the claims since '90, till this tunnel 
was started. 

As thoro are numerous claims of the 
same character of ore and other cnn- 
dltions, In the Howard fraction dis- 
trict, nl! of which have been held on 
fiiith and little work for <a dozen years, 
it Is expected that a revival of min- 
ing on .an extensive scale would fol- 
low tho discovery of rich ore in this 
Howard fraction crosscut. Accord- 
ingly no work in Slocan camp is 
watched with more interest.

Berlin, June 19. — A' remarkable dis- 
aster has overtaken the expt<-)ring ex- 
pedition of Duke Adolf Friedrlch, of 
Mecklenburg In the volcanic region In 
tho extreme northwestern corner of 
German East Africa. In tho crater of 
Branca, one of the lower mountains, 
the party was overtaken by .a terrible 
snowstorm and twenty of tho black 
contingent, nearly half of the expedi- 
tion, were frozen to death about nine- 
ty miles south of tho equator. The 
particulars of the tragedy have come 
from Dar-es Salaam in a letter -writ- 
ten by B. Klrschstein, the geologist of 
tho expedition. Tho report has the 
ofllcial endorsement of Duke Adolf 
Friedrlch, who subscribed his name to 
It and It was written In his behalf 
during his Illness. The expedition 
was organized to make a study of this 
largest area of active volcanic pho- 
nomen.a in Africa and the earlier re- 
ports of iirogress' h.ave been most 
favorable. 

A Sudden Storm 
The report describes how on ilarch 
5, as the party was crossing a shal- 
low swamp In the crater, "Suddenly 
.almost out of a clear sky, a severe 
hailstorm and a thick fog set in. In 
a few minutes the temperature fell to 
tlie freezing point. Then followed a 
heavy snowstorm, as flerco as any i 
ever saw, and I should not have 
thought such a storm was possible In 
tropical Africa If we had not mot 
with this terrible experience. 

"In vain I tu'ged my men to hasten 
I knew that to be long In that Icc 
cold ■w.ater would bi^ the death of us 
all. Wo could Just see the trees stand- 
ing on the crater edge where wo wore 
going, and I know th.at If we could 
roach them wo could bulhl .-i lire and 
save our men, who knew nothing of 
such cold and snow. 

"But the carriers wore simply 
p.nrnlyzed with terror. They stopped 
In their tracks, threw down their 
loads and would not budge. All my 
pleadings, commands and threats woro 
thrown away. 'We shall all die,' they 
kftpt screaming in chcfrus. 

"It was a terrible niomont and wo 
were at our wits' end. At last a few 
of the men sahl they would go with 
us. and wo took them and my two 
Askaria (caravan leaders) and started 
for tho trees, shouting to tho others 
to follow. Not a man -^vho was left 
behind came after us. At length 
through>the storm nnd cold water wc 
reached tho crater wall and struggled 
up to tho trees.- Here we soon kin- 
dled a blazing Are, loft the porters who 
had come with us. to keep it going and 
the rest of ua t^ent back into tho 
crater to rescue whom wo could. 
Left to Die (n Swamp 

"Nearly all tho men were speech- 
less and none of them was ablo to 
movo when we reached them. Wo 
carried two or threo at a time, a man 
between two rescuers. In tho course 
of two hours wo brought a number of 
them to tho firo, but at last wo could 
do no more. The men . out in tho 
swamp had to bo left to tholr fato 
and wo spent tho sleeploas night by 
tho camp lire, 

"At tho first signs of day wo wore 
down In tho crater again. Wo did not 
expect to find ono of thorn alive, and 
great was our surprise when we saw 
signs of Ufo in my Mnyampara Sollm, 
Ho Is now In a fair way to live. 

"All tho others, twenty In numbor, 
woro dead in tho sludge and the fin- 
gers of many of them were clutching 
the mud at the bottom of tho swamp,"

THE WATTEfiS MYSTERY 



Fiirtlier Identification of Hoi 
ace .Watters' Body— More 
Details 'of Se'arc'h : 



Further evidence leading to the more 
cotnpleto identification of the body be- 
lieved .to be that! of the late Horace 
\Yattera was seciire.d by the provincial 
police yesterday af.ter'ioon, when Rod- 
erick MbKlnnun, one of tho crow of 
the si'camer, Teea,^who at Thursday's 
huiuest on the b(«3y 'tpfetlflcd that he 
positively idonllfloj.tlii; clothing as that 
worn by Horace Walters Svhen the 
brothers landed nf '?>'Ootka sound, in- 
formed Superlntcndtut Hussey that the 
watch chain found on tlie liody was 
ono given by him (McKiimon) to Hor- 
ace W.atl'ors. .Mclvlnnon made no 
statement regarding a chain at the In- 
quest because llie watch and chain liad 
not come down with the bndy, being 
held by Constal)le Cox of Alberiii, Who 
exliunied the body, until he liimse-lf 
came to the city, and coiise<iuently was 
not (luo.stioned about :uu-li an article. 

Yesterday Constable Co.x .arrived in 
the city and made his report to Su- 
l,eilntendent Hussey of the further in- 
vestigation into tlio case of the two 
brothers, and of t|ie exhuming of th^ 
body, When shown , tho watch and 
chain, McKinnon 'immediately recog- 
nized the latter as one ho had given to 
Horace Watters about twenty-one 
niontlis ago. There was then a locket 
attacliod to tho chain, but this is now 
missing. McKinnoti had no doubt about 
the chain, recalling distinctly the oc- 
casion on v.hlch he presented it to 
Horace Wallers. The latter, liis lirnth- 
er Harvey and sevorul otiirrs were in 
the Colonial hotel when :McIvlnnnn pre- 
.sented the chain and locket. He re- 
membered seeing Hor.'ice wearing tlio 
chain when he last .saw the brothers 
as they ilisemb.-irked from the Tees on 
Nootka sound on March 23 l.-ist, that 
being iho last time the brothers were 
seen by white men. 

Pretty Well Identified. 

Tho Identification by McKinnon of 
tile clothing and watch chain would ap- 
pear to settle any douljt as to wlu-ther 
the body stlil lying In the city jnor.gue 
is that of one ot the U'atlcrs brothers. 

Constable Cox states lha!, lu-ling un- 
der instructions froni Superinlendeni 
Hussey, lie went to Ncjutka suiu-.d and 
visited the camp of tli.- two l.rotiu rs 
at Taow-wln, \vh(.-re the body was foiind 
by Constable .McLcod on May 21 :uul 
then Interred, and (xluuiud the body. 
He arrived there on llie, 11th of this 
month and from his con<'ersation Willi 
the Indians who h{i(l Informed Consta- 
l)le McLeod ol; having seen Hhe two 
brothers, ho ascertained that after the 
brothers had put ashore l^rom the Tees 
at Tsow-wln they ripparieritly did not 
pitch a tent or open up any of their 
stores or sVock of provisions, but ])ut 
all their supplies In a vacant Indian 
houso close to the beach" where they 
landed. The boat was left on the bcaci 
with all the oars, rowlocks ;ind sail 
placed Inside. An Indian named Agent 
told Constable Cox that he; visited Ih' 
cabin Konietime in the month of April 
and saw the boat and contents. He 
also visited the cabin, where ho dis- 
covered the effects of the white men. 
consisting of blankets, a rifle and sup- 
plies. 

There but Short Time. 

Agent inforint^d Constable Cox that 
It appeared to him as though the twi 
men had slept there perhaps ono night 
as tho blankets had been unfastened, 
but were rolled up and placed against 
the wall. They were gathered up b: 
tho Indian, with the other effects, and 
put Ih the loft over tho cabin, tho riflo 
and two valises bolng taken to Nootica, 
about fwelvo miles distant, and hand- 
ed over to the resident priest, to whom 
Agent.reported tho whole matter. 

Agent had told Constable McLOod 
that ho had soon no body near thi 
house, nnd Constable Cox bellovos that 
tho Indian Is stating tho truth, for 
wlion tho bf)dy was found by JvIcLeod it 
was lying in the dense bush about 300 
yards distant from the cabin, but could 
not have been soon oUhcr from thi 
beach or tho cabin. 

While Constable Cox Is unable to 
give any definite facts and Informa- 
tion secured by him Is but fragmentary 
ho is of tho opinion that tho brothor^ 
met their death the day they landed 
at. Tsow-wln, Ivturch 23 last, or at 
least the following day, as their stock 



of provisions had not been opened 
and there was no sig.-; that they had 
done any cooking or caton any. of tho 
provisions. The men had boon drink- 
ing . heavily on , tho trip up on tho 
Toes, and hajl had, hardly any food for 
three days of their journGy,<whllo they 
bought a further supply of liquor at 
Clayociuot, ,As to whether.^ there, were 
Indians at the Tsow-wln./riase^e or 
not when tho white men arrived' there 
Is not certain though It Is thought 
that if there wore thoro woro no more 
than two families nnd probably not 
more than two male adults altogether, 
and from ;,ho information secured 
Constable Cox Is inclined to believe 
that there was no more than one In- 
dian lliore when the white men ar- 
rived. Their death ajiparcntly hap- 
pened so soon after .their arrival at 
Tsow-wln that there was, no tinio for 
thQ.'--IndiaiiS ,to*h'ave- ■gath'ered-'togother 
to attack' them as It Is'prdbable they 
would, have done' hidd ,"the Watters 
brotherSi'^ as -hos' been- suggested, of- 
fended the Indians in any way. 
Money is Missing 
According to tho evidence ol! the 
Indian, Sootor, who was apparently 
tho last nerson to see. the two white 
men allvo, ono of the . brothers was 
evidently sick and depressed. Both 
men were seen at Clayoquot with ii 
considerable sum of money, but 
among the effects and in the clothing 
of tlio dead man no money was 
found. It may be, however, that tlie 
other brother, Harvey, was carrying 
tho money and if so Its disappearance 
would he accounted for as he/ has not 
been seen alive or ^dead since that 
time. 

As to Horace Watters' death or 
the mysterious disappearance of Har- 
vey, Constable Cox states that he Is ut- 
terly at a loss to give an explanation. 
The bush In the vicinity ot thii Wal- 
ters' cariiTi is very dense and there are 
no trails leading to the camp. I'liere 
Is no traffic nn land and ail traveling 
Is done by water. The spot has bi-en 
used by tile Indians as .a (all lishlng 
canij), but has not been occupied for 
several months. AVliero thi^ body 
of Horace "W.attors was found there 
was considerable fallen timber lyiii.g 
about, but whether he met his death 
by being struclc clown by a falling tree 
C'onstablo Cox Is unable to say. 

Regarding the missing brother, 
Harvey, it Js, says Constable Cox, 
(lulto possible that he was drowned 
in tho river which flows about a 
Quarter of a mile from their camp 
and the water must have been swift 
and <ieep at the tlini.> they landed there 
In .March. llarvey's hat was found 
al.imit 200 yards fi'om the river and 
iiiidway b. 'tween the ri\er and the 
lilac'e whei'i- they camiied, or alKUit 
300 yards frr)iii the spot where Uio 
\)lh\\- of Uor.ice was dlscovercMl. 

Askeil as to the po.sslbllity of the 
brothers having iiuarrolled and Har- 
vey killing Horace, as It has, been 
said' the two brothers "/had- often 
quarrelled, not only wheni in liquor, 
l)i;t also when sober. Constable Cox 
.-'aid tliat there were no signs ol 
such having been the case. Hrul Har- 
vey ilesin-d to get away after tho 
event it is surprising that he did not 
take the boat whicli afforded prac- 
tically the only means by which he 
could have fled, as it is a physical im- 
possihility for ;i person to make his 
way through the dense woods. Con- 
stable Cox is, of .the opinion tliat either 
Harvey was drowned in 'the river, in 
which ■ case his body has -been, carried 
out to sea, or ho died in tho bush in 
which event his body . may never .-, be 
found, us .If Is. almost .impossible to 
thoroughly.-^earch' t.hC! bush, '-^.[-l 

'Pjio provincl.T.1 police have/ npti. yet 
luid the body of' tforace Wtffte'rs, In- 
terred, as a brother residing at Chico, 
California, Is In communlcatibn with 
the undertakers hero, making arrange- 
ments towards that end. 

With Constable Co.x's rojiort, and 
the holding of the adjourned hearing 
of the hKtuest which will be resumed 
tu;xt Wediiesilay afternoon It Is Uko- 
ly that the .active search after the 
missing brother will cease, as every- 
thing has been done by the police to 
-■-oive the mystery, but without much 
success. ' ' '

Ottawa, June 19;— Tho crisis In a way 
has lifted. The Immedjato obstruction 
from which the government Is suffer- 
ing: will toe ended Just so soon qs It 
chooses to bring In a supply bill. As 
long ago as Tuesday Mr. Borden inti- 
mated to tho Government that if it 
chose to move for an interim supply 
bin ot oni-elghth — a vote of one-eighth 
on account, enough to carry on until 
July 1-st — the Oppo.slllon would offor 
no objection. The Government there 
Is roaaon to bcliovo, after laklng two 
days to consider tho matter, has ao- 
copted tho ol't'cr. Monday uoxt I.s puy- 
-iay in the deiiartmonts, and from ru- 
nior.s which are about it Is nioderately 
Kafe to guc.-is that tomorrow a .supply 
bill will bo introduced and pushed 
tluoufjh, so that the money will bo av- 
ailable vory early In tlie week. 

Tlu^ amount which will Sib placed at 
the dispo.sal of the Covernnient will bo 
very coiiKlderablo. It will comprise: 

1. The votes wlilcli have boon pa.s.scd 
by tlic Hou.so sinei.' April t last. Up to 
la.st nlKht tlicHe aggregated $23,550,000, 
and today about a million and a half 
more was voted. We may place the full 
voteM now at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment at about $25,000,000. 

2. In addition, there will bo one- 
ekrhth of the votes as yet unpa-sscd. 
This probably will amount to between 
seven and eight millions. 

Thus about ?32.000,000 or $.13,000,000 
win bo placed at the disposal of the 
Government. 

Why has the Opposition done this? 
The answer has already been supplied 
In tbi.s correspon(K'nce. It feels that It 
ban attained it.s iioint .so far as tho 
Manitoba election li.st.s bill Is concerned 
The .sea.siin i.s far advaneed, th(j sew.slon 
is \\--j!arlng- to a close, tlio C!overnnient 
has a good deal of N^Rlslation whlcli it 
wi.siips to get tbrouKli Parliament; tho 
Opposition can bloelc any siieelally ob- 
jectionable leyislatinn. Corisefiueiitl.v, 
the need for the hold-up has depart- 
ed. 

The Obstruction Cry. 

For sonic days tlw situation has been 
chauErlng in a very odd way. One fea- 
ture of It has been tho way In which 
tho Government has prized the obstruc- 
tion cry. Lately it has shown signs of 
dcemin}:^ its grievances more valuable 
than its su!)plles. It has allowed th 
sum.s pa.sKOd through committee of sup 
ply to accumulate until now, as lia 
been seen, they total the huge sum of 
twenty-five millions. It has rejiudlated 
the suggestion that It render theso 
sums available by passing an emer- 
gency supply bill, on such pretexts as 
that it would be unju-st to pay one -set 
of emploj'os and not pay others; and 
that It would not comport with the dig 
nity to allow the Opposition to dictate 
the order in which its estimates shoidd 
pass. Another feature of the sltuatlor' 
was the indifferenco shown by several 
:\Iinistors to offers of their more Im 
portant appropriations made by the 
Opposition; Sir Frederick Borden -was 
a conspicuous example of this. And 
finally, -tve have the curious fact that 
tho Government took two dilys to con- 
sider the offer of tho Interim vote 
made by Mr. Borden. All these circum- 
stances suggest that in this obstruction 
business not only ono, but two parties 
have been playing their party games 

That is not the only way In which 
tlw situation has been .shifting. Th 
Opposition for exami)le, now Is prcoe 
cupicd, not so much with tlie Idanl 
tob.a election lists .-iffalr, as with tho 
(Joyernnient'.s le^^islatlve i-]roKrainmo 
when that wretched quarrel is out of 
the way. For several days Mr. Hord.;n 
lias been trying to draw particulars as 
to this progratnnie from Sir Wilfrid 
I.aurler, and the Prime iSIlnlster has 
been as vague as usual. 

Tho Hudson Bay Scheme. 

The core of the situation Is that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler iias stated that th 
government will bring down proposals 
for 4-allway aid. Railway aid In an 
election year; what does that moan '.' 
Do you wonder that the Opposition Is 
curious? And thou there is ilic Hudson 
Bay railway schenn.'. Humor is sti'i 
that the plan which tlic novi-rnment is 
eonsideringr is to offer a cash lionus, 
high as $5,000,000, and a \-pry heavy 
bond guarantee to Jlaekenvdc JIann 
to induce — induce Is a good word 
those railway builders to enter upon 
the sebenie. 

Incidi.'ntully, such a scheme would be 
a departure from Mr. SIfton's proposal 
in his speech or the hudKet. His suK 
gesLIon was tliat the; line be built by th 
government, as wa.-i tlie Teinislcaniiuf? 
& A'orthern railway by the <Jnlarl 
jjovernment; he suggested that the cost 
be riiuuiced l)y reserving 3,000,000 acres 
of odd-numbered portions Of the "West, 
to bo sold by auction aS their value ap 
predated. Conservatives, •?.>jpcclally th 
Western Conservatives, are very fond 
of seeing Mr. Sifton's hand in every 
circumstance which afflicts them. Her 
is w case where the Conservath i- tlii^or 
rocnilrcs for Us fulfillment a scriou 
(Upurture from tlie iilan which Mr. 
Sirton has publicly jdaced before the 
eounlr.v. 

At any rali\ tills is tlio project v.-liich 
111,' i'oiisin-\-alivcs scent. And, this 1 
in;; .-i wnrki nt praetlcal polities, it need 
i hardly be said that they see in th 
seheiue a .'-:i)urei- for tills autumn's hib 
era! eanipalKu fund. The sum involved 
in the construction would as.siu-<-dly 
heavy; tho ilne prolnibly will not fall 
I f;ir sliort of 500 miles, and if the bond 
Kuai-aiitfc be limited to tlie Sn.OOO 
i mile prescribed tor the Grand Trniiij 
j I'.ielfie. we have sonu- si.\ or six and 
half millions. If it is increased, as th 
(5rond Trunk Pacific guarantee seems 
likely to be Increased, and if we add a 
flvo-mllUon cash bonus, wo have a \ery 
large ln-,-o!'.'ed. 

And sliall wo liavo an election this 
autumn? Well, this morning Mr. th-a- 
ham liold out hopes of a twenty- f h e 
tool' twenty-five million dollar new 
Welland canal; take that In conjunc- 
tion with government smiles upon the 
hundred million dollar Georgian Jlay 
canar scheme; add a Hudson Bay rail- 
way Hchenu;; mix wllli th.'so ingredi- 
ents main <\stiiiiales ol' nearlv S 1 2(|,0(M), - 
000, and wli,-it do >-ou iri-t? 

As a eoiidiniont, reeolli>el th,-u' next 
Xoveniber wo have a debt of $i;2.llOO,(IOO 
eoiiiing due; tli.-it tile London m.-irkels 
eontliuio lair:;uid over our s?enritii.s; 
and lliat tu lliianee total com iriitnioiit .s 
whlcli, when we add sui)plemiMUary 
esliniates, liomises, Quebec liridt;,^ aid, 
railway subsidies, etc., will be not so 
very far short of $1 50,000,0011, we are 
likely this ye.-u- to have a revenue of 
not more than $SO,nOO,000 or $85,000,000.

Montreal, June 19.— The will of Sir 
Robert Rold, which Was drawn up by 
Mr. JlcLaren, of Toronto, an intimate 
friend of tho deceased, was admitted 
to probate yesterday. Tho will stipu- 
lates that tho testator's controlling 
Interest In tho Rold Newfoundland 
eonipany Is to bo sold for tho benefit 
of tho estate. Lady Rold will have the 
usufruct of the estate up to tho time 
of her death, after which the estate 
is to be eiiually divided between three 
children, W. D. Rold, H. D. Rold, R. 
G. Reld and a daughter, Miss Rold. 
Miss Rela in the ihoantlme will re- 
ceive an annual Income of $10,000. 

Tlierc are a large number of be- 
quests, Including $5,000 to Queen's 
university, of Kingston; $5,000 to the 
Vurdiim hospital for tho Insane; $5,000 
to the Montreal general hospital; 
$5,000 to the Alexandra hospital, and 
$2,500 to the Western hospital, Mon- 
treal. The testator's mother and sis- 
ter and other relatives are also pro- 
vided for. 

Xo li.gures are given as to the value 
of the est.ite, but It must be many 
million doll;irs, as Sir Robert Reld 
held 1,500 shares of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, and some 3,000 shares of tho C. 
P. R., and was also a large holder in 
other companies. Tho executors are 
Lady Reld, W. D. Rold, H. D. Reld 
and Sir Thomas Shaughnessy.

Reglna, June 10. — Six western firms 
aro tendering for tho contract of con- 
structing the new parliament build- 
ings at Reglna, tho competition for 
which closes on Mondayi There are 
two Regina firms, Snyder Bro.s. and 
Co. and Smith Bros, and Wilson.

The "Old Colonist BJock," as it Is 
familiarly known, wa.s erected by ox- 
Sijealccr D. W . Hl.crgins in 1SS2. 1"he 
site on which it stands had been a 
portion of the Hudson Bay company's 
fort property. Tho fort was sur- 
rounded by a tall pallisade, entrance 
within which was duly guarded by by 
armed Indian sentries. The property 
enclo.scd for the fort exteiuh'd from 
the northwest corner of (Idvcrnincnt 
and Ba.stlon streets tu liroughton 
street, thence along Ui'uuglituii street 
to ■\Vh,-irl street, along A\'liart' street 
to Bastion, \\\) that .street to the point 
oC eoinnienceineiit. Within the pal- 
lisades stood .several large IniiMings of 
hewn log.s that were ust.'d by tlie vom- 
pany us Kti.)rehouses und re.sl(leiice.<. 
There was also a mossliouse, there the 
first legislative assembly was con- 
vened In 1854. In the horthwest and 
southwest corners of the fort stood 
the bastions. In which were 
mounted six smnli ^Annon. Tho lower 
part of the bastion on Govornment 
street was used for the piiriioses of a 
jail. It W.T.S ti most iincoiiifortuble 
place ;is the poor men who had to 
sleep on tho baro floor could testify. 
In 18(;i the fort property was divided 
with elty who sold at auction. The 
palllsnd(!S wiM-e tli.eii torn down. 'i'lie 
storehouse that stOnd on tlu! Old Col- 
onist block was converted Into .a 
theatre. When tho theatre was pulled 
down lo make room for the Colonist 
block, a mass of solid rock was found 
beneath. This had to bo blasted . by 
hand and taken away at a heavy ex- 
pense boforo the foundation could bo 
laid. But after many delavs the 
ytriicliire rose and has long been a 
prmulnent object on tlie principal 
.street, John Teaguc, afterwnrd.s ina.\ or, 
was th(' ;irchltect, and Maurice num- 
ber the builder. The cost was aliout 
?!,'■), 000. 

As the former proprietor inentlonetl 
yesterd.-iy to ;i report('r, '"J'liere liave 
boon conflagrations ;ill about the 
building; but until today it has never 
been touched by fire. Tho erection ot 
tho Colonist block in 1882 marked ,i 
new epoch In tho building lino in VU'- 
torln. The fornier wooden structures 
gradually disappeared afiA .subatantlal 
hrlck buildings took their place. Since 
18S2 there has been a Steady: advance- 
mcnt in the ohfiraoter of tho. buildings 
orectot] for business purposes, and to- 
day Victoria peases many handsome 
business buildings. ; " 



A WINCHESTER LEGEND. 

How Bishop Walkelin Cleared Ham- 
page Wood. 

The restora tion of Winchester Catlie- 
dr;il, which. !t will be reniemb(.'red, re- 
vealed tho fact that the inassKe build- 
ing rested upon logs of beechwood laid 
side by side in a bog of peat, has reviv- 
ed tho ancient "Legend of Hampago 
Wood,' as it Is called, the best part of 
which "legend" Is that it is perfectly 
true, 

Brleily, I'he legend is this: Bishop 
Walkelin, or WaJkelyn, to whom fell 
tho task of rebuilding Winchester 
Cathedral in the year 1079, very soon 
discovered tliat he had need of a very 
lurgo amount of timber for the purpose, 
and petitioned the King, William ihu 
Conciueror, for leave to take what ho 
required from llnncpiiigc-s Wood, then 
apparently a Royal possesion, situated 
about tliree miles out of ■Winchester, 
oil what Is now tho road to Alrcsford. 
AViUiaiii rci)lled that he might have .-ill 
ho could cut and carry away In "four 
days and nights," and the Blshoji there- 
upon sent far and wide for all the 
woodmen in the district, and In the al- 
lotted time actually succeeded in foiling 
every tree in the wood — with ono not- 
able exception — and carrying it away, 
: The foregoing story, wlildi la dub 
set out. In. tho "Annals of Winchester," 
tlio genuineness of which i cannot bo 
doubted, since they were most carefully 
kept year by year to record all the do- 
ings of the city, admits of no contra- 
diction, but it lias always been a my«- 
tory us to what use was made of this 
enormous quantity of timber. Ham- 
page Wood, as It Is now called, has. al- 
ways been a large one and its boundar- 
ies well dellned. Some of the timber 
was used in the roof of the south 
trunseiit, and some more, probably, in 
the north, but what bi'canie of the rest 
nob'(jdy eould suggest until the mas.slvc 
beeeli trunks wi re discovered a year or 
fwi) since actually beneath tlie founda- 
tions. 

TliG placing of these trees in the 
foundations to overcome tho dllUculty 
o£ building on a swamp site has always 
been credited to De Lucy, who rebuilt 
the cathedral In 1202, but It Is at least 
possible that Wakelln had recourse to y. 
shnllur method for tho conditions must 
have been always the same. Color Is 
lent to this sujjposltlon by the fact that 
the annals distinctly state that Walki!- 
lih reliullt the cathedral "from lis foun- 
dations." ilaiiiiiage Wood lias always 
been noted for Its beech timber, ;il- 
tliougli oak does well there, loo, and 
soiiii: of the latter wood was also em- 
pl'iyi'd In tile cathedral iit or about the 
same date. At the present time Uie t;',l- 
lest lieoehes of the iielgliborhood are 
to be seen in this wood, and those which 
were used for the cathedral were of 
necessity tall and stralglit, as they have 
proved to be on removal. 

As to the tme tree which Walkelin l.<5 
reported to have saved, there la good 
reason to believe that there is truth in 
this also, although so far as one ciin 
gather no actual reference Is made to it 
in the "Annals." The tree In question 
Is tile "Gospel Oak," now d«ad, but still 
substantially existing, under which .St. 
Augustine Is supposed to have preacli- 
ed. It is on tlie property of Sir John 
aiielley, wluwe family succeeded to the 
Avlr.,%'ioii estates from the Dukes of 
Buckingham and C.'handos, and Is now 
carefully railed round and banded to- 
gether to preservi> It as far as it is 
possible. '^rhls venerable tree stands 
at the upper end of lianipage AN'ood, 
and Is the' only one of such gre:it agi> 
in the wood, although other very an- 
elent specimens are to he found In Av- 
iiiglon Park itself. — Pall Mall Giizette.
